Their interest in the bookmobile is demonstrated 
by the fact, also, that they miss it when for an unavoidable reason 
it does not come or runs late. Some of those who do not use the 
bookmobile, it appears, do not find the kinds of materials that they 
wish to read or are so very busy with their own projects that they 
are not reading. With a dependable schedule for the bookmobile, the 
people in Gold Point and others in the surrounding community can 
utilize the Lida bookmobile stop very well. 

Esmeralda County will be very well covered with the Esmeralda 
County Library Services when all library services from the Regional 
Library have been set up/ and materials purchased for a permanent

The bookmobile is helpful as a courier service and as a delivery 
service to the Lincoln County headquarters library. The bookmobile 
could also provide service to the elementary school children on a 
regular basis if such is desired. 

The T raining Program s provided by the Regional Library in Las 
Vegas have been valuable to the library program in the Lincoln County

Tlio brands library servers Calientc and the surrounding community. 
The boobnobile brings boobs and other materials to the Calientc 
Library. It also provides service in Calientc by stopping at a 
designated place at a designated time. The service of the bookmobile 
is well received in Calionte and the surrounding community. 

Satisfactory results arc also achieved by the Books-bv-mail 
service. The rotat ing collection is actively used and keeps the 
selection of books for the people on a current basis. The Caliente 
Branch Library held a successful children's progra m utilizing the 
books and other materials made available by the Regional Library.

In these tv/o areas, the people have no other 
public li i:n,^a,i:y services so that the book'uobilo service is tneir 
service rrjint for boo'-:s and other materials. It is important that 
bookmobile .stops couiiLinue to be made in these areas and that other 
such service points be added to the schedule of the bookmobile service. 
Several 5;uch comraunities are yet to be served by bookmobile service 
in Lincoln County and can well benefit from that service and from 
the books-by-mail. Because of the size of the communities, bookmobile 
service is feasible rather than the establishment of a community 
library service. 

To let the people know that the bookmobile service has arrived, 
some device should be added to the service that will alert the people 
to the fact that the bookmobile is on the grounds and available for 
service. A regular, dependable schedule will also add to user satisfaction

The 
Boo^^-bv-n^ail service receives some utilization. D.3okmobile service 
is available to the people in the Training Center also. The bookmobile 
stops regularly at the Training Center and remains for a specified 
time but also remains until all of the girls have had an opportunity 
to utilize the services of the bookmobile. 

A rotati_rKx collectio n would receive much use at the Center 
as would films when they are accessible. A rotating collection would 
insure that a current collection of materials is always available 
in the Center. The films could be utilized in a variety of ways 
by the staff of the Center for the benefit of the program. A high 
degree of satisfaction was expressed for the benefits of the service 
now available. All service that the Project provides will be well 
used.

The combined . school and 
public library service has been in existence for only a short ::^criod 
of time but appears to be effective. Audio-visual materials \7ill be 
helpful to meet the needs and v/ishes of the library users in Beatty 
and the area served by the Library. As with the other established 
libraries in Nye County, Beatty purchases books for a permanent 
collection for the library. 

The bookmobile acts as a courier and a delivery service to the 
Beatty Community and School Library as well as providing bookmobile 
service. The service provided by the bookmobile in Sarcobatus Flats 
is actively used and well received. The same is crue at the Amargosa- 
Lathrop Wells scop, especially at the school. With all of these 
services, with continued community effort and dependable Project services, 
quality library service can be an actuality to the citizens of the area.

The 
combined collections and services have not been in use long enough 
for a complete evaluation. Only a projection can be made. It 
appears that the combination will be successful. The library is 
attractive v/ith the addition to the building adding not only space 
but a total pleasing effect to the entire library building both 
from the outside and within the building itself. Because the 
school is only a short distance from the library building, the 
materials and services can be utilised by the students in total 
classes and with the teachers. This utilization of the library 
provides an excellent learning situation for the students. 

The entire library service is well received in Gabbs. The 
community continues to provide all types of support for the library 
services. The Project services are well used and appreciated. Some 
of the services have become basic and others less so. Through the 
Project services and the continued community support, Gabbs residents 

will receive quality library service. 24

The high school library is becoming well 
established but the bookmobile would provide a valuable service to 
the elementary school students if such a service could be arranged. 

It appears that an on-site community library is a high priority 
service in Pahrump. Because of the deep interest and active use 
of the people concerning public library service, the community support 
is presently available in Pahrump.

Bookmobile service is also provided in Manhattan and is considered 
a valuable service by the people there. The same is true of Sarcobatas 
f'lats and of the Amargosa-Lathrop Wells area. Additional materials 
on the bookmobile such as paperback books and magazines are desired 
by many of the users. Evening hours of service by the bookmobile 
would be helpful and v;ould increase the value of the bookmobile to 
the community. Regular and dependable service is also a necessary 
part of the bookmobi le service . 

The community of Amargosa-Lathrop W-alls is working toward 
developing on-site library service in the Amargosa Community Center. 
As soon as secured ^helving is-in place, books will be, purchased and ^ 

a rotating collecbion can be provided. It appears that the service will 
be used with the large population of the Amargosa-Lathrop Wells area. 
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14. The Clark County Library Di.strict, the Regional Library 
for tho Southern Nevada Library Services, is being developed to 
provide actual, reali.slric and dejiondable library services to supplement 
the library .services in Nyo , Lincoln and Esmeralda Counties, In the 
evaluation process, the Regional Library reviewed its services in 
relation to the s^-rvices provided in tlie tliree counties. It was 
determined that the services to the three counties will be a part of 
its ali^eady established extension services. The service to the 
three aountios in the region north of Clark County will also be 
a part of other established services in the Clark County Library 
District, This re-co;nmi tment to the regional services in tlie 
counties north of Clark county in the Southern Nevada Library 
Region will enable those counties to provide quality service to 
the people of that part of the Region, The Project services v/ill 
continue to supplement the public library services provided on a 
local basis. 

15, Overall, the objectives of the library services in the 
three counties. Nye, Lincoln and Esmeralda, through the Clark 
County Library District have bee^n reached. Specifically they have 
been reached in varying degrees but in all instances a part of the 
objective has been achieved. 

One objective - To provide bookmobile service to Lincoln, 
Nye and Esmeralda Counties in the unserved areas - has been achieved 
by 100 per cent for the areas designated -for the service during the 
first year. 

A second objective, was to establish library service in these 
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communities starred by local people and paid through the ProJecL. This 
was enl-ablishod as an objocLivo to provide continuity beLv/oon the 
bookmobile and the people and to lacilitate the use of the mobile 
unit. This objective v;ar> achieved up to 90 per ..-cent. 

A third objective v/as to encourage the utilization of local 
ro^'ources and to continue and expand, library services on a local 
basis. This objective vjus achieved up to 30 per cent. 

A fourth objective was to facilitate the use of other services - 
rotating collections, books-by-rnail , telephone reference service and 
audio-visual services. This objective was achieved up to 80 per cent. 

The expansion of the bookmobile service from bi-weekly to 
weekly service and the addition of bookmobile stops in the three 
county area v;ill achieve 100 per cent coverage g- jgraphically and 
an increase in quality. Training sessions now provided will be 
increased in the future both in number and in variety for local 
library personnel. 

In rating library service programs for the first year on a 
scale of 1-2 (below average), 3-4 (average) and 5 (above average) - 
specific progra:T\s are rated as follows: Bookmobile service -5; 
Books-by-mail-5 Increased local funding-4 (funds increased in all 
areas in varying amounts); Development of new service locations-4; 
Telephone Reference Service-1; Audio-visual programs-1. The 
utilization of the Children's program varied from a rating of 5 
to a rating of 0. The variation was caused by the receipt or non- 
receipt of the materials and the availability of personnel and/or 
space to carry out the program.

e. Information made available to community libraries concerning 
the activities in Books-by-mail, Bookmobile service and films in their 
area of operation.

g. Magazines made available to the people in the three counties 
through the Southern Nevada Library Services. 

h. Children's programs available to the communities on a regular, 
basis. 

i. A realistic support program of funding developed within 

the three counties to supplement the Library Services and Construction 
Act funding with the purpose of replacing that funding. 

j. Paperback books made available through the Project services. 
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Evening liours provided by the bookmobile so tliat adults; 
as v;c'll a:.; the cliildron can have direct ui\c of the bookmobile 
service. 

!• An improved colloctio!i of materials should be made 
available in the }>iogional Library, the Clark County Library 
District, liecausc tfiis Library servos a large geographiC'.\l 
area with a variety of services, a large collection of mater jals 
is necessary to insure the dependability of services. The larger 
collection v;ill also increase the probability of receipt of ^ 
r e ci u s t e d m a t e r i. £ 1 1 s . 

A review should be made of the staffing of the Regional 
Library, the Clark County Library District, to insure that staff 
is available to carry out the program of the Project on a dependable 
and quality level. 

n. Consideration should be given by all libraries and personnel 
involved in the Project to revising procedures to insure that the 
procedures are simple, understandable and effective. 

o. A review, on-site, should be made of the Project services 
by the Extension Service in the Regional Library. This review should 
be made as soon as possible but no later than the Spring of 1976. 
The purpose of the review is to insure that the basic services are 
operational and effective. The review should also determine which 
services are needed by specific communities but not required by 
others. 

p. All bookmobile scheduled stops should be reviewed carefully 
to determine the feasibility of the present stops and determine 
the need f or additional or alternate stops.

The staff 
employed should be qualified for the specific services to be 
provided.

7. Give priority to continuing public information such as handouts, 
■ straight news stories, feature stories, incident al, publicity , 

editorials and letters to the editor, special promotion, reviews 
or general news. 

8. Review and revise objectives so that they are observable, 
attainable, quantified and time-defined intentions.

These recommendations are made with the realization that 
unlimited resources are presently not available. These proposed 
attainments are within the resources. and capabilities presently 
available or potentially available in the Southern, Nevada Library 
Region. Given unlimited resources, it would be possible to provide 
adequate library service to all people in the three counties at 
once. Within the time and resources that have been available in 
the first year of service, the overall progress in the development 
and delivery of library service in the three counties was remarkable 
A firm structure has been developed in basic Project Services that 
can be carried on by the cooperative effort, on a regional basis, 
of all levels of government.

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BOOKS-BY--MAIL 

The bookii -by-mai 1 cards are coming 
in at a fairly regular rate. To 
date 63% of the requests for books 
are filled as they arrive. 30% 
are placed on reserve, and 7% are 
requested from other libraries via 
inter-library loan. When the pat- 
ron allows us to substitute a "best 
simular title", on the same subject 
approximately one- half of the re- 
servos can be mailed cut at once. 

When a person requests a book that 
is currently in use by another pat- 
ron/ a reserve is placed on that 
title for the person who requested 
the book. When the book is returned 
to the library it is mailed to the 
next requesting library patron- If 
more than one person has requested 
the book, as in the case of "best 
seller," a waiting list is estab- 
lished for that title* When the 
waiting list has seven names on it, 
an additional copy of the book is 
purchased from a local book dealer. 
It is hoped therefore, that we can 
fill any request for a book either 
from a books -by -mail request, or

It is 
planned that these library services could begin in June, 1974- Use and 
cost records will be maintained to establish the cost and need for each 
part of the service to determine how the library programs can be con- 
tinued on a penr.anent basis.
